Gevaert DAYS MAY ELAPSE BEFORE 
the world is given a connected narrative 
of all the details of the Allied withdrawal 
from Flanders. The real cause of the Bel- 
gian King’s capitulation is still the subject 
of speculation, What is painfully clear is 
that the surrender of Leopold's army was 
an invaluable gift to Adolf Hitler. It fol- 
lowed almost immediately after General 
Weygand had expressed himself as well sat- 
isfied with his prospects for attack. It is 
nevertheless to be noted that the morale of 
the Allied forces has not deteriorated in the 
face ofa bitter disappointment which no- 
body dreamed possible. 

What is being done by the British and 
French navies and air forces, however, is 
within the category of the miraculous. Fight- 
ing against enormous odds in the air, cov- 

ering the movement of Allied troops to the 
coast, and the business of embarking them 
on craft of every conceivable description 
will furnish a chapter fer the record of this 
phase of the war which will thrill genera- 
tions yet unborn. Even the sketchiest of nar- 
ratives reaching us in fragments would 
boom 76" inGicate that <thomsands.ef men 
thought hopelessly lost have turned up at 
British coast points physically and mentally 
dazed but still able to smile and vow eternal 
vengeance on the common enemy. 

The behavior of these men who have 
come from scenes of which we know little 
should give those of us who are far removed 
from the horror new incentive to leave 
nothing undone which can be done to reduce 
the time which must elapse before the Nazi 
beast is crushed. We have all the evidence 
we require to remind us constantly that the 
problem facing Canada is not so much one of 
adding soldiers to the Allied armies, but 
mainly one of assisting to the utmost of our 
eapacity in the production of machines—ma- 
chines and more machines. In other words, 
our principal task is industrial adaptation, 
knewing that if it were possible for this 
country to make immediate contributions in 
the shape of tanks and airplanes, we should 
be rendering most valuable service 


The men who are reaching England from 
Flanders are saying: “For God's sake give 
us more airplanes.” We know the authori- 
ties.at Ottawa are employing every concelv- 
able means of placing Canada in a position 
to meet. the new situation created. by the 
Nazi drive to the Channel ports. This coun- 
try is on its own now as far as equipping 
itself is concerned. Heroic measures will be 
required to meet demands that obviously 
are being made. But no matter what sac- 
rifices we are asked to make we should re- 
member the men who are facing Hell in 
Flanders and those who already have given 
their all.

THESE PROPHETS 


OT MANY MONTHS ago I was invited 
to lunch with some fairly important 
naval and military people. I was hoping to 
get some good inside war information from 
some of them, but did not fare specially well 
in that regard. But I was much amused 
when a general leaned over to me and‘asked 
me in a whisper if I knew Hitler’s number. 
He had it all figured out that Hitler was 
No, 666 of the Book of Revelation (Chapter 
13, verse 18). 

I smiled because I had been having some 
amusing experience about numbers myself. 
In my lectures I used to use the dates 1492 
and 1914 as the obvious brackets on the be- 
ginning and end-of the age of nationalism. 
It was in that period that the nations, as we 
now know them, came into being, and that 
nationalism reached its climax when the 
system of power politics made the recurring 
armament races and catastrophic wars in- 
evitable. My lecture, of course, was-designed 
to show that-nationalism never again could 
function effectively after 1914, because. the 
three legs of the stool on which it had been 
built had all collapsed. Later it occurred to 
me that it would be easier for people to 
remember the dates if I started with 1914 
and turned that around to make it 1491 in- 
stead of 1492 

This year I was further trying to, tell the 
people that by 1941 the whole-world-would 
realize that the era of nationalism was over 

forever. So I used the figures 1491-1914-1491 
| att over Canada in this connection:-On the 
prairies the ladies began to whisper around 
that I must be a numerologist. I dined one 
night In a hotel with my back to two ladies 
and unwittingly overheard @ discussion of 
my own speech of the afternoon.

UCE: BEFORE you take your 
nation info this war, think 
well and long concerning the 
United States of America. 

We are an odd people, Duce. 
Our democracy may seem to you 
sprawling and uncompact, com- 
posed of all the peoples of Europe, 
divided in its opinions, quarreling 
among ourselves. 


But that is only one America, 
The other is the America that 
flies together in an emergency;

equivalent value in goods in the 
Aryan part of the, depot, on the 
other side.

} the office for trade and farming, 
so that there is thus no direct 
trade between Jews and Aryans.

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‘Windows Must Have 
Safety Devices 


Window cleaners 
qut high over the sidewalks to 
wash the panes of business build- 
ings are required by law to wear 
safety belts and owners of build- 
ings are required. to have the sills 
| equipped with safety devices, pro- 
vincial Labor Department offi- 
cials-explained this morning. 

The regulation is laid down by 
the Workmen's Compensation 
Board and specifies a maximum 
penalty of $50 for infractions. 

Following is the text of 
regulation: 

“All buildings in which the sills 
of windows are located more than 
10 feet above ground or adjoining 
flat roof shall be provided with 
safety devices for the protection 
of window cleaners when win- 
dows are cleaned from the sill. 

“Safety belts shall be used by 
workmen and ring-bolts of bronze 
or otherapproved durable metal 
at least one-half inch in diameter,

It stood at 427 out of each 
thousand soldiers in the month of 
February, 1855, but two months 
later it was down to 107 per thou- 
sand.
